NO HELP TO THOSE MORTGAGED 

r™ Silver a HarUffliTp. Naff a RaUat. ta 
Moat Of Ili«B . 

People owuiug their homea and hav- 
ing mortgagee upon thru should not 
be misled into thinking that a fret 
silver victory In November would be ol 
assistance to them In meeting that] 
mortgages. A little examination wit 
cliow that on the average it will brinf 
liurdehip Instead of relief. This wouli 
be true, leaving out of conalderatloi 
nil circumstances effecting wages am 
incomes and confining the argumeo 
simply to a bare discussion of th 
mortgage Itself. 

The great majority ot mortgage) 
especially the smaller ones on dwellln 
houses, are written for three or flv 
yean, and of this class the g reate 
number for the lesser period, whll 
many run for a year or two. Durlq 
the last few years a great many 0 
these mortgages have contained 1 
gold clause. It ta obvious that no os 
having such a aaortgage on his houa 
would he helped ta the slightest b 
free silver. It la equally plain that, at 
the contrary, ware gold at a premluu 
It would be harder than ever to make- 
payment. 

It might also be remembered that 
there are always, especially during 
hard tiroes, a large number of mort 
goes, especially on email houses, that 
are overdue, and are being carried 
along by the mortgagee. 

Bearing these facts In mind It seem) 
safe to assume that the average life of 
mortgages on this class of property Is 
this city and Its suburbs does not ex- 
ceed one year. 

For free silver to be of advantage te 
the mortgageor money must be more 
plentiful and more easily obtained 
within that time than it is to-day. Ii 
there any reason to believe It would 
be? 

Even without a special seselon ol 
congress, called se soon as possible to 
pose a free silver law, such a law could 
not reasonably be looked for within 
that period, much less an inflation ol 
the currency, so as to give relief te 
debtor*. In the meantime what would 
be the situation? 

The oriels In financial affaire would 
follow Immediately upon the success 
of free ellver at the polls. Following the 
withdrawal of gold there would be e 
■harp contraction of the money In cir- 
culation, and. Instead of more money 
with which to meet Indebtedness, 
there would be lees. Owing to the un- 
settled condition gf affairs lenders 
would be more unwilling than ever to 
loan, and, as an Inevitable result, pay- 
ments would hare to be defaulted. 

There Is still another point. In the 
very great majority of cases mort- 
gagees do not willingly foreclose. 
They want their money and Interest 
rather than the property. This is es- 
pecially true of the savings and coop- 
erative banks. As a result they often 
carry mortgages that are due until 
such atlmenatheownercan-meetthem. 
But If they saw that they would receive 
nt some future time sn amount lees 
than Its value In gold, end only euch a 
payment could be of benefit to the 
borrower, they would demand a settle- 
ment at once, and, If that woe not 
forthcoming, they would foreclose. 
And foreclosure In a panic means the 
w iplng out of equities. 

In the above statement no allowance 
!s made for loss of earning power on 
the part of the home owner. It Is as- 
sumed, for the sake of argument, that 
he will have as much money os he has 
now. Even on euch a showing free sil- 
ver to the great majority would not be 
a help but an Injury. — Boston Herald.

WHY WOT POTATOES? 



What Is the Matter with the 
Price Fixed by law In Years 
of Big Crops. 



On a Lehigh Valley train up in Ca- 
yuga county the other day, a red- 
headed farmer from Moravia was try- 
lug to convett a sound money man to 
free silver. Just below Freevllle the 
train tun into a big potato patch, and 
the farmer, looking out of the win- 
dow, said to the goldhug; 

"Just look at those potatoes. The 
whole patcbalmostiuined. That hot 
spell in August was to much lor ’em. 
There ain’t a tenth of a crop. Last 
year, we had thousands of bushels 
more than we could use. Couldn’t 
sell ’em at any price, couldn’t give 
’em away, couldn't feed 'em. Just 
had to let 'em lie in the ground an’ 
rot.” 

"Don’t you think,” answered the 
goldbug, ' 'that It would have been a 
good thing lor the Legislative to have 
passed a law making potatoes worth, 
aay twenty cents a bushel? This is 
a mighty big State. We're one- 
twelfth of the nation In population 
and a larger part in wealth. We do 
a much larger part of the nation's 
business than one-twelfth. Surely ii 
the United Stntea. which ate only 
one-hundred-and-fiftieth of the 
world in population, can fix by law a 
price for the world’s silver, then New 
York can fix a price for the nation's 
potatoes."

"I hadn't thought of It in that way 
before. Seems to me there's some- 
thing in that."

In the sense in 
which the phrase is popularity used, 
It means the same as free and unlimi- 
ted coinage; that is, the Government 
will coin bullion for anybody who 
brings it to the mint for coinage 
without charge.
